So long as one 
State does not make war upon a sister 
State, or antagonize the covenant of 
the Union, but, on the contrary, seeks 
to be an apostolic minister, glorifying 
the nation in her examples of a 
civilization suited to the providential 
impulses of the age, such a State would 
certainly have the constitutional privi- 
lege so todo. Indeed, is not the very 
existence and growth of the American 
Republic prophetic of a new civilization 
= a national mission such as the 
Mormon people affirm? The Elders 
have believed so ; and Brigham Young, 
in behalf of his people, has, im an 
unmistakable record, i to the 
world, that the Mormons shall fulfil 
their mission, with or without the con- 
sent of the United States. This is the 
whole burden of the history. 

Great as Brigham Young was in the 
exodus of this people from their Egypt, 
his power seems to have found its cul- 
mination in the Utah war. Not only 
did he then show himself to be equal 
to the leadership of a people, but 
abundantly able to grapple with the 
mest gigantic besetments. Intelligent 
readers will also note the fact that, in 
every stage and phase of the history 
of the Mormons, from the time they 
numbered but six mémbers, to this very 
moment, their every crisis has given to 
them an enlarged outcoming and a more 
world-wide name.

sident Joseph Young, whose state of 
health did not admit of his being 

sent. 

Brethren and sisters, I arise upon. 
this stone to announce to you that 
the Seventies and Elders have laid: 
this last corner stone, which is sit- 
uated at the north-west corner of 
this building. And 1 now, in their 
behalf ask and hope that the masons 
who may havs charge of the erection 
of the walls of this Temple, may 
connect this corner stone with the 
others, already set and laid, in such. 
a mechanical manner as no workman 
need be ashamed of. And let us, as 
Latter-day Saints, prove ourselves. 
workmen who need not be ashamed in 
bringing forth our Tithes and offer- 
ings with which to accomplish this 
work, that while we live here we may 
have joy in our labors and duties,. 
and when we go hence we, with our 
dead may then rejoice also. 

That God may add his blessing 
upon those present who Hold his. 
Priesthood, and the same be and 
abide with this people, as well as- 
upon the building of this Heuse to 
his name, is the prayer of your hum- 
ble servant, in the name of Jesus;

And bless and pros- 
per every honorable and righteous 
means that shall be used to prosecute 
the labor of building this Temple, 
until the top stone be laid above it, and 
the strueture completed; that this 
House itself may be accepted of thee, 
and thy Saints enter therein, and 
within its walls receive their washings 
and anointings and sealing ordinances, 
both for themselves — those who 
have gone before us. Grant, O Lord, 
that thy peace may abide upon this 
ground and its surroundings, and the 
materials that shall be brought here 
for the construction of the building ; 
and may the same heavenly influence

The pre- 
sent age in many respects is in advance of the past, information is more 
widely diffused ; special and general, are both within reach of the masses, and 
many of the humblest can rejoice to-day in the possession of that which but a 
little while ago was unknown to kings; the multiplied facilities of modern 
times are striking testimony to the fulfillment of that prediction which says 
that many shall run to and fro and knowledge shall be increased,” 
Dan. xii, 4. 

It may be that many will not avail themselves of these conditions, they will 
neglect opportunity, and privilege will pass before them uncared for and 
unused, but none of these should be found in the ranks of the Latter-day 
Saints, they are supposed to be in possession of ‘‘ the fear of the Lord, (which) 
is the beginning of knowledge,” and ‘‘ through knowledge shall the just be 
delivered.” 

Yet with them even it is believed that there is ample room for im- 
provement, they have resources which are none too much explored, wealth 
which is not yet all appropriated, and opportunities which are not yet made 
the most of, for their interest and well being; and as Saints, with their faith 
and knowledge already acquired, they are under obligations to increase their 
store in order that they may be fitted for the position and future to which they 
have been called; it muy be considered derogatory to any man or woman to be 
unable to vindicate their course, or to ‘‘ give a reason for the hope that is in 
them;” the merits of the system with which they are identified should be 
familiar, and the progress of the work should be to them a common study; 
in the details of its origin and growth, they should be well posted, as 
thorough and full as opportunity will allow. 

As to the system and faith established by Jesus and his successors, we have 
the New Testament ‘which the Christian world have agreed to accept as their 
„Standard,“ and Court of Appeal,” and every Elder and Latter-day 
Saint should be able to prove from “the law and the testimony” the in- 
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vulnerable character of the doctrines they accept. To search the Scriptures,” 
is a duty, and one too inculcated by high authority and practised for its advan- 
tages in the ancient times; Jesus in appealing to the unbelieving Jews, said, 
„Search the Scriptures, for in them ye think ye have eternal life, and they 
are they which testify of me.” John v, 39, in reboking the Sadducees, he said, 
“Ye do err, not knowing the Scriptures,” and in Luke we find that during 
bis last interviews with his disciples ‘‘ beginning at Moses and all the Prophets, 
he expounded unto them in all the Scriptures concerning himself,” and this with 
euch decided propriety and effect that the disciples exclaimed, ‘‘ Did not our 
hearts burn within us while he talked to us by the way, and while he opened 
to us the Scriptures.” This illustrious example was followed by bis Apostles, 
and Paul as his manner wes, went unto them, and for three Sabbath days 
- reasoned with them out of the Scriptures;” he also in writing to the young 
Elder, Timothy, reminded him that from a child he had known the holy 
Scriptures, which were able to make him wise unto salvation through faith 
which is in Christ Jesus; and further tells him that all Scripture given by 
inspiration of God, is profitable for doctrine, for reproof, for correction, for 
instruction in righteousness ; that the man of God may be perfect, thoroughly 
furnished unto all good works.” Now there is a possibility of reading so as to 
barely establish in our minds and recommend to others the first principles of 
the Gospel, but this is fearfally superficial, and is a good deal like a miner 
being satisfied with the float-rock, when beneath lies the great deposits which 
are unknown and inexhaustible; those who have but this superficial view lose 
sight of that grand system of communion, order, prophecy aud purpose which 
invests this sacred literature with a glory all its own; the rich treasures of 
illustration, of example, of promise, of design, are as an unfailing fountain 
and well of instruction undefiled; our baptisms, our ordinances, our faith in 
Jesus and his Gospel are only the bringing to the focus of personal appli- 
cation and personal life, the dealings of the Almighty with our progenitors 
from the Adamic era down to now; and the man who ministers in the word 
{and every Saint should minister) is best qualified for his position, when by 
deep research, by continued reflection and study, by persistent reading and 
careful appropriation, he becomes a reservoir, from which the eternal spirit 
can draw things new and old.” God's providences and purposes, man’s 
origin and destiny, are problems measurably solved by the man who is saturated 
with the spirit of the revelations of God’s Word, and in this condition he is 
better prepared also to receive, appropriate and harmonize the contents of the 
„ Book of Mormon,” ‘‘Dectrine and Covenants,” and other revelations 
of our day; he by enlightened vision perceives the unity, consistency and 
rounded character of the whole, and whenéver or wherever other revelations 
may be exhibited, knowledge and experience give the key by which he can test 
the same ; to him the great gulf between the true and false, the genuine and 
counterfeit for ever remains unbridged; the spirit, the teudency, the origin 
of professed revelations are alike perceived, and he is in no danger though 
manifestations may be around sufficient almost to ‘‘ deceive even the very 
elect.” 

We commend then the study of the Scriptures to the Saints and to the Elders, 
80 shall they be entitled to that commendatien given to the Bereans, of whom. 
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it was said, ‘‘ They were more noble than those in Thessalonica in that they 
received the word with all readiness of mind, and searched the Scriptures daily, 


whether those things were so.” Acts xvii, 11.

Dear Brother,—Having been released 
to return home with the company of 
October 17th, a few words through 
the Stam may not be out of place. I 
was called at October Conference 1875, 
in Salt Lake City, on a mission to 
Europe, and on the 26th of the month 
I left in cOmpany with twenty-two 
other Elders. After a journey of 
seventeen days we — in Liver- 
pool, when I was appointed by Prest. 
A. Carrington to the London Con- 
ference, under Elder W. L. Binder. 
As a Traveling Elder I labored in the 
Essex district until September 22, 
1876, when I was called to succeed 
Elder Binder in the presidency of the 
Conference. In that position I have 
labored with much satisfaction. My 
time has been employed traveling 
through the Conference, and preaching 
the Gospel wherever I could obtain an 
opportunity.
